| Supreme Court had to decide, in order to 
hold that every citizen of Louisana was 
an alien enemy to the United States, 
bound by and a party to the act of the 
State, and her property subject to confis- 
cation, even if he voted aguinst seces- 
sion, and took no part in the war. This 
was decided in regard to awoman. It 
follows that no individual could have 
been guilty of Treason. ; 

No legal State Governments exist ii 
these rebel States. Do legal governments 
of any sort exist there? Is it meant 
that all the acts done under and by au- 
thority of existing Governments are 
yoid; or only that they are not State 
Governments, but only Provincial Gov- 
ernments, authorized or tolerated by the 
Conqueror? In any case,if there was 
no legal State Government in Tennessee, 
until she was re-admitted into the Union, 
how could Messrs. PATTERSON and Fow- 
LER be admitted to seats, as Senators 
elected by a State? But it is little worth 
the while to point out inconsistencies in 
the action of Congress. To be governed 
by theirown principles is a weakness 
that the Anarchists scorn. It is more to 
the purpose to contemplate the frightful 
consequences of the doctrine that no 
legal Governments have existed in the 
Southern Stated since Seceasion. Itis a 
legislative declaration of the continued 
existence of utter Anarchy, of the total 
absence of law and organized justice, of 
a state of things never before known in 
a civilized country, and never before de- 
clared by a Conqueror. Even CHARLES 
II did not treat as void the judicial pro- 
ceedings had under CROMWELL, bor cen- 
sure the Jadges for continuing, uuder the

At Knoxville it is estimated that the 
jate flood has damaged East Tennessee 
over two millions of dollars, Over one 
hundred persons were washed out of 
their homes in Knoxville. The bridges 
connecting East and West Knoxville 
were allimpassable. Gasper & Davis, of 
the sash and blind factory, lost their 
shop and all their machinery; Marshall 
Coker, lumberman, lest some 300,000 feet 
of lumber. .. 

The county bridge built by Gen. Burn- 
side during the seige of Knexville, was 
carried off.
